Conciliation Board Not in Favor of 
Granting Wage Increase to 
Raitwaymen 
Recommending that there be no tn- 
crease in wages of fifteen thousand 
condictors, trainmen and yardmey of 
the Canadian Pacific and Canadian Na- 
tional railways, the board of concilia- 
tion, appointed July 28, last, to investi- 
gate the wage dispute between these 
employees and the companies, hag filed 
a majority report with the minister of 

labor. 

This report is signed by Mr. Justice 
Hugh T. Kelly, of Toronto, chairman 
of the board, and by Isaac Pitblado, 
K.C., the representative’ of the railway 
companies. 

A minority report, bearing the sig- 
nature of David Campbell, of Winni- 
peg, representing the employees, 
recommends among other -things, that 
the increase of six per cent awarded 
by the United States labor board to 
conductors, trainmen and yardmen, 
two years ago, be adopted in Canada. 

The majority report says the claim 
based on the: McAdoo award has no 
relevancy in Canada as there is no 
arbitrary power to force rates up to 
meet increased operation tosts, even 
the United States board being out of 
existence., Further, the board sees no 
compulsion on Canadian roads to fol- 
low United States scales, ' 

The minority report also says the 
claim for increased pay is based on 


railway employees were better paid 
than those in the United States, which

By a decision made tn the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs, Italian women have 
been definitely cut off froin all partiet- 
pation in the political life of the na- 
tion. 

It now rules, in fact, that women are 
not eligible for the post of Podesta. 
The Podestas are the Italian equiva- 
lent of Mayors, except that they are 
appointed by the National Goverment 
instead of being elected by popular | 
suffrage. 

The women’s suffrage movement 
has undergone strange vicissitudes un- 
der Mussolini's Government in Italy. 
First he granted the women the right 
to vote in municipal elections which
